Amend claim 40 as follows : 

Claim 40, line 1, after 'wherein' insert 'in'. No authorization was deemed necessary to 

correct the inadvertent missing of 'in' from the sentence. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has developed a new method of biochemical synthesis of 6-amino 
caproic acid from 6-aminohex-2-enoic acid (6-AHEA) using alpha, beta enone 
reductase. Prior art ( such as Simon et al Ang. Chem. Int eof 1983, 539-553, from IDS) 
teach use of enoate reductase from Clostridium tyrobutyricum DSM1460 to reduce 
R'R"C=CH-COOH to R'R"CH-CH2-C00H, however there is no anticipation or obvious 
reasoning to use the said enoate reductase to make 6-amino caproic acid from 6- 
AHEA. As such the claimed method of biochemical synthesis of 6-amino caproic acid 
from 6-aminohex-2-enoic acid (6-AHEA) using alpha, beta enone reductase is novel 
and non-obvious.
